TRAFFIC. 


A Waring Ciy to Young Girls 
and to Parents in Rural 
Canada. 


The following awful statement 
of facts should be read by every 
parent in Canada, as in other 
lands. This unspeakable traffic 
is carried on in Canada, and has 
been discovered in Halifax, Mon- 
treal, Toronto, Hamilton, ‘the 
West, and the Yukon, as truly as 
in New York and Chicago. 

Hon. E. W. Sims, who rep- 
resented the United States in the 
famous $29,000,000 suit against 
the Standard Oi! Co., tells his! 
own story as follows in ‘‘Woman’s 
World,’’ Chicago. The pamphlet 
is issued by the social and moral 
reform branch of the Presbyterian 
church. 

There are some things so far 
removed from the lives of normal, 
decent people as tu be simply 
unbelievable by them. The white 
slave trade of to-day is one of 
these incredible things. The 
calmest, simplest statements of 
its facts are almost beyond the 
comprehension or belief of men 
and women who are mercifully 
spared from contact with the dark 
and hideous secrets of ‘‘the under 
world’”’ of the big cities. 

You would hardly credit the 
statement, for example, that 
things are being done every day 
in New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, and other large cities of 
this country in the white slave 
traffic which would, by contrast, 
make the Congo slave traders of 
the old days appear like good 
Samaritans. Yet this figure is 
almost a literal truth. The man 
of the stone age who clubbed the 
woman of his desire into insensi- 
bility or submission was little 
short of a high minded gentleman 
when contrasted with the men 
who fatten upon the white slave 
traffic in this day of social settle- 
ments; of forward movements, of 
Y.M.C.A. and Christian Endeav- 
or activities, of airships and wire- 
less telegraphy. : 

Naturally, wisely, every parent 
who reads this statement will at 
once raise the question: ‘‘What 
excuse is there for the open dis- 
cussion of such a revolting con- 
dition of things in the pages of a 
household magazine? What good 
is there to be served by flaunt- 
ing so dark and disgusting a sub- 
ject before the family circle? 

Only one—and that is a reason 
and not an excuse! ‘The recent 
examination of more than two 
hundred white slaves by the 
office of the United States dis- 
trict attorney at Chicago has 
brought to light the fact that 
literally thousands of innocent 
girls from the country districts 
are every year entrapped into a 
life of hopeless slavery and 
degradation because parents in 
the country do not unders‘and 
conditions as they exist and how 
to protect their daughters from 
the white slave traders who have 
reduced the art of ruining young 
girls to a national anda inter- 
national system. I sincerely be- 
lieve that nine-tenth of the 
parents of these thousands of 
girls who are every year snatch- 
ed from lives of decency and 
comparative peace and dragged 
under the slime of an existence in 
the white slave world have no 
idea that there is really a trade in 
the ruin of girls as much 4s there 
is a trade in cattle or sheep or 
the other products of the farm. 
If these parents had known the 
real conditions, had believed that 
there is actually a syndicate 
which does as regular, as steady 
and persistent a ‘‘business’’ ir 
the ruinstion of girls as the great 
packing houses do in the sale of 
meats, itis wholly probable that 
their daughters would not row be 
in dens of vice and almost utter- 
ly without hope of release except- 
ing by the hand of death. 


Is this, then, reason enough 
for a little plain speech to 
parents? 


The evidence obtained from 
questioning some 250 girls taken 
within the last four weeks in 
Chicago houses of ill-repute leads 
me to believe that not fewer than 
fifteen thousand girls have been 
imported into this country in the 
last year as white slaves. Of 
course this is only a guesa—an 
approximate—it could be nothing 
else—but my own personal belief 
is that it is a conservative guess 
and well within the facts as to 
numbers. Then please remember 
that the girls imported are cer- 
tainly but a mere fraction of the 
number recruited for the army of 
prostitution from home fields, 
from the cities, the towns, the 
of our own country. 


this conclusion. 

Another significant fact brought 
out by the examination of these 
girls is that practically every one 
who admitted having parents 
begged that her real name be 
withheld from the public because 
of the sorrow and shame it would 
bring her parents. One said: ‘‘My 
mother thinks I’m studying in a 
stenographie school;’’ another 
stated, ‘‘My parents in the coun- 


fr i ah Sie ae 


try think Ihave a good position 
in a department store—ae I did 
have for.a time—and. I’ve sent 
them a little money from time to 
time;'I don’t care what happens 
so long as they don’t know the 
truth about me.”’ 

The mother who has allowed 
her girl to go to the big city and 
work should find out what kind 
of life that girl is living—and find 
out from some other source than 
the girl herself. No matter how 
good and fine a girl she has been 
at home and how complete the 
confidence she has always inspir- 
ed, find out how she is living, 
what kind of associations she is 
keeping. Take nothing for grant- 
ed. You owe it to yourself and 
to her, and itis not disloyalty to 
go beyond her own words for 
evidence that the wolves of the 
city have not dragged her from 
safe paths. It is, instead, the 
highest form of loyalty to her. 


Again, there is, in another 
particular, a remarkable and 
impressive sameness in the 


stories related by these wretched 
girls. In the narratives of nearly 
all of them is a passage describ- 
ing how some man of thei: 
acquaintance had offered to 
‘help them to a good position’’ 
in thé city, to ‘look after’* them, 
and to ‘‘take an interest’? in 
‘them. After listening to this con- 
fession from one girl after an- 
other, hour after hour until you 
have heard it repeated perhaps 
fifty times, you feel like saying 
to every mother in the country: 
Do not trust any man who pre- 
tends to take an interest in your 
girlif that interest involves her 
leaving your own rovxf. Keep her 
with you. She is far safer in the 
country than in the big city, but 
if go tothe city she must, tren 
go with her yourself; if that is 
impossible, place her with some 
woman who is your friend, not 
hers; no girl can safely go toa 
great city to make her own way 
who is not under the eye of a 
trustworthy woman who knows 
the ways and the dangers of city 
life. Above all, distrust the 
‘*protection, the ‘‘good offices’ 
of any man whois not a family 
friend known to be clean and 
honorable and above all sus- 
picion. 


Of course all the examinations. 


to which I have referred have 
been conducted for the specific 
purpose of finding girls who have 
been brought into this country 
from other lands in defiance of 
the federal statute, passed by 
Congress, February 20, ‘1907. 
This act declares that any peraon 
who shall ‘‘keep, maintain, sup- 
port or haroor’”’ any alien woman 
for immoral purposes’ within 
three years after her arrival in 
this country shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be liable 
to a fine of $5,000 and imprison- 
ment fer five years at the dis- 
cretion of the court. When the 
department of justice at Wash- 
ington decided that this law was 
veing violated, the United States 
district attorney at Chicago was 
instructed to take such action as 
was necessary to apprehend the 
violators of the Act and convict 
them. One of the first steps re- 
quired was the raiding of various 
dives and houses of ill-fame and 
the arrest of the girl inmates ‘as 
well as the arrest of the keepers 
and the procurers of the white 
slaves. ; 

Whether these hunters of the 
innocent ply their awful calling 
at home or abroad, their methods 
are much the same—with the 
exception that the foreign girl is 
more hopelessly at their mercy. 
Let me take the case of a little 
Italian peasant girl who helped 
ber father till the soil in the 
vineyards and fields near Naples. 
Like most of the others taken in 
the raids, she stoutly maintained 
that she had been in this country 
for more than three years and 
that she was in a life of shame 
from choice and not through the 
criminal act of any person. When 
she was brought into what the 
sensational newspapers would 
call the ‘‘sweat box’’ it was clear 
that she was in a state of abject 
terror. Soon, however, Assis- 
tant United States  Jdistrict 
Attorney Parkin, having charge 
of the examination, convinced her 
that he and his associates were 
her friends and protectors and 
that their purpose was to punish 
those who had profited »y her 
ruin and to send her back to her 
littie Italian home with all ex- 
penses paid. 

Then she broke down and with 
pitiful sobs related her awful 
narrative. That every word of it 
is true no one could doubt who 
saw her asshe told it. Briefly, 
this is her story: A ‘‘fine lady’’ 
who wore beautiful clothes: came 
to where she lived with her 
parents, made friends with her, 
told her she was uncommonly 
pretty (the truth, by the way), 
and professed a great interest in 
her. Such flattering attentions 
from an American lady who wore 
clothes as fine as those of the 
Italian nobility could have but 
one effect on the mind of the 
simple peasant girl and of her 
still simpler parents. Their heads 
were completely turned and they 
regarded the ‘‘American lady’’ 
with almost adoration. 

Very shrewdly the woman did 
not attempt to bring the little girl 
back with her, but held out the 
hope that some day a letter might 
come with money for her passage 
to America.

aole commerce; that it is a defin- 
ite organization, sending its 
hunters regularly to scour France 
Germany, Hungary, Italy and 
Canada for victims; that the man 
at the head of this unthinkable 
enterprise is known among his 
hunters as “The Big Chief.”’ 

Also the evidence shows that 
the hirelings of this traffic are 
sta 
in Canada, where large numbers 
of immigrants are landed, to do 
what is known in their parlance 
as ‘‘cutting out work.’’? In other 
words, these watchers for human 
prey scan the immigrants as they 
come down the gang plank of a 
vessel which has just arrived and 
‘*spot” the girls who are un- 
accompanied by fathers, mothere 
brothers or relatives to protect 
them. The girl who has been 
spotted as a dosirable and unpro- 
tected victim is promptly ap- 
proached by a man who speaks 
her language and is immediately 
offered employment at good 
wages, with all expenses to the 
destination to be paid by the 
man. Most frequently laundry 
work is the bait held out, some- 
times housework or employment 
in a candy shop or factory.

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IS THERE ANY OIL 
IN NORTHERN ALBERTA ? 


Under this head the Calgary 
News asks some pertinent ques- 
tions. It is a fact that for the 
past twenty years claims have 
been made from time to time of 
petroleum finds in the far north. 
he finds have never been satis- 
factorily verified to our mind. If 
petroleum has been discovered 
then the location has been kept a 
profound secret. It was claimed 
years ago oil was discovered and 
the wells fell into the hands of 
the Standard Oil Co., and they 
were promptly closed up. Such 
statements should be verified, 
and we think the following re- 
marks of the News well timed: 

Word comes from Winnipeg of 
the formation of a large and 
wealthy company which will have 
for its object the exploitation of 
the oil business in the country 
north of Edmonton. 

The Daily News would be 
pleased to have it satisfactorily 
demonstrated that oil lands exist 
in the north and that oil in pay- 
ing quantities can be found. For 
some years past considerable 
speculation has been going on in 
connection with the development 
of the large and rich area that 
exists’ in the northern part of 
Alberta and the story of the 
richness ‘of the deposits of oil 
and mineral and the fecundity of 
the arable land for agricultural 
purposes has been told many a 
time and oft. 2 

So fer as the agricultural possi- 
bilities of the Peace River district 
are concerned no one except 
Prof. James McCoun, Jr., has 
ever raised voice against it, but 
or the question of oil and mineral 
exception has been taken on sev- 
eral counts by more than one 
eminent geologist and mining 
expert. 

During the past two monthe 
the mining expert of a great 
English firm has been investi- 
gating the possibilities of the far 
north of Alberta and although he 
does not take exception to the 
statements made in reference to 
the agricultural opportunities, or 
to certain of the mining reports, 
he emphatically draws the line at 
the oil possibilities that have been 
heralded abroad. He has not 
hesitated to state publicly that 
until better evidences of petrol- 
eum than at present exist are 
discovered there, one, two and 
three million corporations that 
are seeking popular subscription 
should not be encouraged. 

We have heard of gushers that 
have been “‘plugged’”’ in the far 
north until a more propitious 
time, but here comes an expert, 
who after a personal investi- 
gation reaching over two months 
and extending over hundreds of 
miles, says emphatically that the 
stories are mythical, even when 
backed by geological reports from 
the department cf the interior. 

No exception was taken by the 
London, England, expert to the 
claims made regarding minerals, 
tar sand, gypsum, etc., but a 
dead line is drawn at petroleum.

Before any further flotations 
are made or concessions -granted 
action should be taken by the 
interior department to verify the 
statements that have been made 
in favor of oil areas in northern 
Alberta. The Daily News wishes 
to have the northern country 
developed, but it desires to have 
it developed. upon the straight 
lines of legitimate enterprise and 
not by speculative methods that 
in case of failure would injure 
that portion of the province for 
years to come. 
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CONVENTION OF SCHOOL 
TRUSTEES. 


The Fourth Annual Convention 
of the Association of School 
Trustees for the Province of Al- 
berta wilt be held at the city of 
Lethbridge on January 26th and 
27th. On Wednesday morning 
J. F. Boyce, B. A., Inepector of 
schools for this district, will give 
an address on ‘‘Consolidation of 
Rural Schools.”’ This will no 
doubt be listened to with marked 
attention as already there is a 
desire on the part of some of the 
rural schools of this district for 
consolidation and advanced 
teaching facilities. Among res- 
olutions before the convention 
are the following: That 10 instead 
of 6 per cent ve charged for 
overdue taxes; that teachers be 
compelled to keep to agreements 
as well as trustees; tnat a better 
system of collecting taxes in ar- 
rears be devised; that more at- 
tention be given writing and ar- 
ithmetic. Other subjects which 
have been suggested for discuss- 
ion, if time will permit are: Agri- 
cultural education, salary sched- 
ules, Inspection from the trustee’s 
standpoint, and the use of School 
grounds, R.L. Gaetz and F. L. 
Simpson have veen appointed by 
Red Deer Board of Education to 
attend the convention. Such a 
gathering together of trustees 
of the public schools can result 
only in great benefit and ought 
to be largely attended. Generally 
we fail to appreciate the import- 
ance of the school trusteeship. 
The public school is the bulwark 
of the nation and the trustee 
shares its steady course. The 
trustee must be a student abreast 
of the time’s progress. He ought 
to know all the new ideas in ped- 
agogic method, not necessarily 
to endorse them, but to know 
which to reject. Doubtless com- 
mercial interests keep him posted 
on‘all the new lines of ideas, for 
somewhere there is some one 
trying to earn profits by putting 
whatever idea happens to come 
up on a selling basis. For this 
and many other reasons the 
meeting together of the trustees, 
the interchange of opinions, and 
the comparieon of notes must 
result in benefit. 


MAKING A NEWSPAPER, 


Men who make newspapers 
sometimes believe that their pro- 
fession is an exacting one. They 
are wrong. Making a newspaper 


is an easy trick. Anybody can 
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do it. 

A lawyer. with only a diploma| ’ 
and a brass sign, who would lose 
a suit even ifthe other side, was 
ready to confess judgement, ‘will 
tell you how to run a newspaper, 
A physician who would send his 
patient to the morgue before the 
prescription has been filled will 
know all the fine points of making 
a newspaper. © An ‘actor who 
has never earned any other 
plaudit than'a soft tomato will 
give instructions in handling the 
worlds news. Any old lady who 
knows enough to get off a street 
car backwards has positive opin- 
ions on the press. Even a society 
person who, never paid anything 
but a call or made anything but 
a visit or did anything but a tail- 
or knows how stupid those men 
are who write ‘stories,’ edit ‘copy’ 
wrestle with ‘heads’ that won’t 
fit and get the paper out on time. 

One reason for the universality 
of perfection in this trade, among 
those who do not work at it, is 
that everybody has been employ- 
ed in it. It is a most unusual 
thing to meet a man who, when 
the occasion seems ripe, will not 
say ‘I used te be a newspaper 
man myself,’ Every time a man 
works his country editor for a 
puff on the strength of a big 
pumpkin he graduates in journ- 
alism. When he writes a ‘piece’ 
for ‘The Squash County Clarion’ 
about ‘a most enjoyable enter- 
tainment’ he completes his post 
graduate course, and when he 
writes a communication to the 
editor on both sides of-the faper 
he becomes a third-degree mem- 
ber of the Tribe of Scribe. 

That so many men have aban- 
doned literature for the law, 
medicine and other easy walks of 
life, simply shows that many 
men would rather fail in one 
thing than another. 
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Peanut shells are not what 
might be called an artiole of diet 
noted for increasing weight or 
putting on side but they should 
be great for giving one an appe- 
tite. In a recent freight train 
wreck in the United States it was 
discovered that several cara gon- 
signed to breakfast food concerns 
were loaded with peanut shells

Draft Agreemen of Legal 
Education. 


Benchers to Present Their Propos- 
ition to the University Faculty. 


A draft agreement whereby the 
University of Alberta will under- 
take legal education in the prov- 
ince, and will conduct the law 
examinations in place of the law 
society as formerly, will Se drawn 
up by a committee of President 
Muir, G. W. Greene, of Red Deer, 
and O. M. Biggar, of Edmonton, 
Appointed at a meeting of the 
benchers of the province held on 
Thursday last. The arrangement 
will be submitted to the senate of 
the university for approval. 

It was also decided at a meet- 
ing of the benchers to raise the 
standard of matriculation of those 
entering the study of law, from 
junior to senior matriculation. 
Henceforth it will be necessary 
for a law student to pass senior 
matriculation before he can take 
up the study of law.

planks were worn away where the | 


treadle struck the floor. After this 
Mrs. Penn's ghost is said to have dis- 
turbed many occupants of, the palace; 


but, according to Mr. Law’s history of |: 


the palace, she has not; been seen 
since 1886, when her tall, gaunt figure 
nearly frightened a young soldier to 
death. 

Another discovery arose through the 
experiences of a lady of title who 
lived on'‘the west side of the fountain 
court in 1870. She was' conscious of 
the presence in her rooms of. two in- 
visible beings, and, disturbed by mys- 
terlous sounds, she complained to the 
lord chamberlain, but he declined to 
interfere on the ground that there 
Ww no funds at his disposal for any 
such work and that, moreover, his 
jurisdiction d{fd not extend to the 
spirit world. However, on Nov, 2 
1871, some workmen excavating In the 
cloister of the fountain court found 
two perfect skeletons of full grown 
men opposite the lady’s door. They 
were given Christian burial in Hamp- 
ton church, and the strange noises 
from that time ceased.

Largest Floating Dock. 

The largest floating dock in ths» 
world is at Hamburg. Dock V., as it 
is called, has a bearing capacity ex- 
ceeding 85.000 tons, nearly twice as 
great as the American dock Dewey, 
hitherto the most capacious of its kind 
in the world. This is the fifth floating 
dock built. by the Hamburg yard, the 
present giant’s {mmediate successor 


| carrying but half the above mentioned 


tonnage. The dock consists of sepa- 
rate pontoons combined by the lateral 
cases to a solid unit. These several 
pontoons can also be docked in the 
dock. At each of the side, cases the 
dock possesses complete steam engine 
and boiler plant, with dynamos and 
air compressors, so that it is wholly 
independent from the land and can be 
anchored anywhere. Electric cranes, 
with their arms reaching to the middle 
of the dock, run from end to end of 
the two lateral cases. Its keel and 
fundamental arrangements are such as 
to accommodate the greatest mer- 
chantmen or heaviest warship afloat.— 
Exchange. 


The Eucalyptus Tree. 

Hard, fine grained, durable wood 
usually grows slowly. A most re- 
markable exception is the encalyptus, 
and this it is which gives the tree its 
great value as a means of reforesta- 
tion. It is said that it grows five times 
as rapidly as any other tree. Seedlings 
have been observed to make an aver- 
age growth of six inches jn height a 
day, and one tree in California has at- 
tained a height of 125 feet and a 
diameter of 86 inches in nine years. 
The eucalyptus will not thrive where 
there are frosts, but In the south It 
promises to go a long way toward fill- 
Ing the place once occupied by other 
hard woods, which have been greatly 
reduced by demands for furniture, car- 
riage and cooperage stock. — Youth's 
Companion. 


More Than an Officer Could Stand.

QUEER TEACHING. 


A Glimpse of the One Time Methods 
In Scotch Schools. 

To the work of supervisor of schools 
{on Scotland Mr. John Kerr devoted a 
number of years. In his book, “Other 
Memories, Old and New,” he has set 
down some amusing SJllustrations of the 
unintelligent way in which the school 
work was sometimes conducted. 

The revised code of education which 
was introduced {n 1862 made provision 
for nothing but reading, writing and 
arithmetic in thelr barest forms. There 
was no suggestion about grammar, ge- 
ography, history or intelligence in any 
study. Explanation of the reading les- 
son was not demanded, and therefore 
it was neglected In some of the schvols. 
The following is an example: 

The lesson was one giving an ac- 
count of a clever dog which bad res- 
cued a child from drowning. It was 
sald that the dog was caressed by the 
parents of the child. | asked what was 
the meniing of the word “caressed,” 
and the answer came at once, ‘Made 
of fond led.” 

On referring to the list of words at, 
the top of the page I found the ex- 
planation given was, “made of, fon- 
dled.” 

Wishing to find out if any child in 
the class bad got a glimmering of the 
meaning, 1 went from top to bottom 
and got from every child nothing but 
“made of fond led,” pronounced as four 
words, to which they attached no mean- 
ing whatever. 

_ The teacher was surprised that I was 
not sntisfied with the intelligence of 
the teaching. 


This Curious Animal Is Like Two Half 
‘ Creatures Joined. ; 
~The chameleon {s-not allled closely 
to any: other animal, It stands as a 
genus by. itself. The nervous centers 
in one lateral half operate independ- 
ently of those {n the other. . This 
seems outrageous, and it is, but it is 
true. ‘The chameleon has two lateral 
centers of perception—of sensation and 
of ‘motion. There’ exists also a third 
center—that common one in which 
abides the power of concentration by 
means of which the two sides of the 
creature may be forced to work in 
harmony with ‘each other. But this 
center ‘of concentration does not al- 
ways dominate the situation. Not- 
withstanding the strictly symmetrical 
structure of the animal’s two halves, 
the eyes move quite independently, 
and tbey convey distinct and separate 
impressions to their respective centers 
of perception. As of the eyes, so of 
the other ‘members—each reports to 
and {s controlled by {ts own center. 
The result is that when the faculty 
of concentration becomes -disturbed 
everything is jumbled. Let the chame- 
leon’ be much agitated and its move- 
ments grow erratic. They are those 
of two creatures fastened together, or, 
rather, of two half creatures joined. 
Each half exhibits its intention of go- 
f ing its separate way. The result is a 
pitiable confusion of movement. There 
is no concordance of action. A curil- 
ous example of the chameleon’s help- 
lessness when unduly excited {s found 
in the fact that it cannot swim. The 
shock of being plunged into water up- 
sets the polse of {ts faculty for concen- 
‘tration. Yorthwith each side strikes 
out wildly for itself, to its own undo- 
ing. The chameleon is the only four 
legged vertebrate that cannot swim. 
When the crenture is calm every im- 
pulse to motion {s referred to the com- 
mon center of concentration, and the 
entire organism acts in fitting accord 
with the commands {ssued by that fac- 
ulty. Thus, while totally different im- 
pressions from the two eyes are trans- 
mitted from thelr centers to the com- 
mon one, that concentrating power de- 
cides as to which scene is the more 
important and then directs the eye 
otherwise engaged also to regard it. 
The same principle applies {n the con- 
trol of all the members—so long as the 
animal remains unexcited. Any ob- 
server may easily verify the existence 
of this dual nature in a superficial way 
by some experiments with a sleeping 
chameleon. A touch on one side of 
the anima] will wake that side up, 
while the other side sleeps calmly on. 


FLINT AND TINDER. 


Making Fire In the Days Before We 
Had Matches. 

A friend of mine of just my age used 
to laugh about his own boyhood and 
tell the story of his mother shaking 
him ip bed and bidding him put on bis 
boots when he dressed and his over- 
coat and wade through the snow to 
the next nelghbor’s to get a pan of hot 
coals with which to make the fire. I 
suppose Joe’s mother had lost her 
filnt. We kept our flint and what was 
called “the steel” in a round tin box 
such as would hold a quart of straw- 
berries now, and it was on the man- 
telpiece in the kitchen. It was half 
full of tinder. Half the boys and girls 
of today do not know what tinder is 
or was. : 

Now, whoever was in the kitchen in 
the morning and found that the last 
hot coal of the wood fire had gone out 
took down the tinder box and struck 
the steel with the fint smartly and of- 
ten until a redbot spark fell on the 
tinder; then very carefully she blew 
with her breath on any flakes of the 
tinder which bad lighted until she had 
quite a Httle cove of Nghted tinder. 
Then she took what we called a brim- 
stone match and put that very care- 
fully in the little hot hole. If all 
things worked well, the brimstone 
lighted and the ‘wood of the match 
lighted, and she lighted the candle, 
which made a part of the tinder box. 

There were thousands of 
tinder boxes in little Boston the day 1 
was born, and a few years ago | tried 
to buy one as a curiosity, and I could 
not find one in any of the junkshops. 
In those days old women would stop 
at the door and ask you to buy some 
bundles of matches. They had made 
these themselves of pine wood four 
Inches long, which they had dipped In 
hot brimstone at both ends, And those 
were the only matches that anybody 
ever heard of.—Woman's Home Com- 
panion.

FACTS ABOUT PINS. 


How These Indispensable Little Arti«< 
cles Are Manufactured. 

A few centuries ago pins were s0 
expensive that only the rich could af- 
ford them. The poorer people used 
long thorns, fishbones or splinters of 
wood. 

At the time of the Revolutionary 
war pins were made of iron and had 
one end filed to a point and a piece of 
fine wire twisted around the other end 
for a head. : 

In the early days of the United 
States pins were all made in Burope, 
and they became so scarce when the 
war of 1812 stopped their importation 
that the price rose to a dollar a pack- 
age. ‘ 

Nowadays in our. big pin factories 
pins-are made of fine wire just the 
thickness of pins. This wire is first 
straightened to take out the kinks and 
is then cut into pin lengths. One end 
of the wire is then struck so sharply 
that it flattens out and forms the head. 
Next the pins fall through a-slot just 
wide enough to allow the stems of the 
pins to pass through. Hanging thus by 
their heads, the lower end of the pin 
blank is filed to a point. 

The pins are now ready for the 
finishing touches. They are boiled in 
weak beer to remove the grease and 
dirt. Then a caldron is filled with al- 
ternate layers of pins and tin grains, 
over which certain chemicals are pour- 
ed, and it is then put on the fire to 
boil. The’pins emerge from this bath 
coated with tin, and after being wash- 
ed in clean water and polished until 
they shine they are ready to be stuck 
in the papers in which we buy them.

To Make New Colors. 

Have you ever tried mixing together 
two or three of the colors in your paint 
box, chicks, just to seo what sort of 
tints you'll get? 

Supposing you want to get a pretty 
shade of pink, all you have to do is to 
mix together a little white and a little 
crimson paint. You can make it lighter 
or darker by adding more white or 
more crimson. Try one day mixing to- 
gether equal quantities of red, yellow 
and dark blue. What do you suppose 
you'll get as a result? You'll have a 
pretty shade of dark brown. Use black 
instead of the blue and you'll get quite 
a different shade of brown. 

Mix one part black paint with three 
parts white: and you'll have a pretty 
shade of gray a sort of steel. Add a 
tiny bit of light blue and it will be al- 
most the color of silver. 

Try mixing yellow with blue. You'll 
be surprised to see what a pretty 
green it makes.

THE MERCHANTS’ BANK 


The statements submitted at the 
annual meeting of the Merchants’ 
Bank of Canada were @f a gratifying 
character, not only as concerned the 
shureholders, whose interest is direct, 
but from the point of view of the 
general public, which forms its judg- 
ment of trade conditions throughout | 
the country from the records of its 
large financial institutions. The Mer- 
chants’ Bank ranks well up among 
these. Its assets at the close of the 
year amounted to $66,800,000 while its 
advances to the public were close to 
the fifty million mark, as also were its 
deposits. The earnings reported dur- 
ing the year just closed were $831,159, 
equal to 13.85 per cent. of the paid- 
up capital of $6,000,000, and $92,562 in 
excess of the figure of 1908. The 
disposition made. of the earnings, 
which, with the balance brought for- 
ward, gave a total of $1,232,157 for 
the directors to déal with, was pru- 
dent and strengthening. Only $480,000 
was taken for the 8 per cent. divi- 
dend. There was transferred to the 
capital. Then $100,000 was written 
reserve a sum of $500,000, raising it 
to $4.500,000, or 75 per cent. of the 
off the bank premises account, $650,- 
000 was appropriated for the officers’ 
pension fund and a balance of $102,- 
157 was carried forward. Mr. Hebden, 
the general manager, was justified in 
claining that these figures, with the 
others, established that the record of 
the bank was fairly good. He spoke 
also with effective brevity on the gen- 
eral business situation in Canada, and 
especially in the West, which he re- 
cently visited, and where the bank 
was a pioneer, its branch in Winnipeg 
dating from 1872. His observations 
justified him in saying that Canada 
is enjoying an era of prosperity un- 
exampled in its history. The time, 
however, He also pointed out, is not 
one in which to forget the dictates of 
prudence. Public expenditures are 
growing fast, faster, some think, than 
the conditions warrant, and there is 
now as great wisdom as ever in hold- 
ing to a redeeming economy in public 
as is private affairs. The whole was 
wisely spoken. The shareholders, on 
the suggestion of the directors, voted 
to authurize an addition of $4,000,000 
to the capital. The action is on the 
line that other old institutions have 
found it wise to follow, and indientes 
that the larger banking capital whiqa 
the country will require will be pro- 
vided through established rather than 
through new banks. That the Mer- 
chants’ will soon be called on to pro- 
vide some of it seems a reasonable 
conclusion from its position and the 
extent of its connections.
